MADRID, Jan. 10. — The town of 


Xeres, Grenada, was attacked by a 
party of anarchists and marauders Fri- 
day night. A constant fire was kept 
up all night between the outlaws and 
the gendarmes. In the morning the 
attacking party retreated, but twenty 
of them wete captured.

from the later details received here, 
•\\erc urnu'd with shotguns, old mus- 
kets, scythes, bludgeons, knives tied to 
poll's, t-tc. They entered the town Frl 
tltiy evening at various points, shouting 
"Viva hi Anarquili '' 


Tim action upon the x>art of the an- 


nrchists attracted all the rough char- 
acters of the place about them and 
helped to swell their numbers to aeon 
siderablc extent. Finally several bands 
of ck'bperate characters, led by the 
armed anarcists, met, evidently by 
previous agreement, in front of the 
theater, where they created a wild dis- 
tiirlntnco, shouting seditious cries and 
defying the authorities. They knocked 
down and robbed a number of on-look- 
ers, kicking and otherwise maltreating 
all who refused to join in their riotous 
conduct, plundered 
several 
stores, 


robbed a number of private houses, 
and for a time struck panic into the 
heart of tlu> town. 


Gnu gentleman who was caught by 


•the anarchists as he was leaving the 
Ihi'uter, in front of vthich they wers 
gathered, resisted the attempt made to 
rob him and was then and 
there 


si '-angled to death amid hideous ap- 
plause and laughter from the desperate 
wretches gathered about him. 


Encouraged by the destruction they 


liad wrought in the center of the town, 
the anarchists became bolder and with 
loiul bhouts of "Free the prisoners," 
they marched in a body upon the 
prison 
determined to release all the 


convicts th?rfl confined. Arriving in 
front of the pribon, the anarchists de- 
manded the officials in charge to open 
the gates. The latter refused, and an 
attack upon the prison was commenced. 
Some "E the anarchists opened fire 
upon the prison windows, with shot- 
guns, and stones, while others attacked 
the g.ites with sledge hammers and 
beams used as battering rams. The 
gates, however, stubbornly held their 
own, 
and the rioters finally gave up 


tlie attack and retired, hooting, yell- 
ing and jeering at everybody and every- 
thing 


While the anarchists were making 


their attack upon the prison, the con 
vicU confined therein seconded their 
efforts to release them by raising a 
small riot inside the prison walls. The 
prisoners attacked the doors of their 
separate 
apartments, 
and shouted 


words of encouragement to the rioters 
outside un'il the ail1 was filled with 
a most horrible din. 


The anarchists, when they reached 


the barracks, made a stop and became 
HOincwhat less boisterous in their be- 
havior. They continued to shout for 
anarchy, however, and also called to 
the boldiera to come and join them in 
sacking the town. They promised to 
give the soldiers plenty of booty and 
pretty girls if they would join them ia 
their devilish work, but the soldiers re- 
mained unmoved by these seductive of- 
fers, nor could they be roused to anger 
when the anarchists, suddenly chang- 
ing their tone, began to address the 
most insulting remarks to the military, 
calling them cowards and daring the 
troops to lire upon them. . 


When the liotous anarchists were 


tired of this divcisiou, they marched in 
bamlb, shouting and singing, through 
the leading streets with the purpose of 
looting the richest 
stores as they 


passed. The wine shops, it was no- 
ticed, seemed to attract the anarchists 
more than any other place, and before 
one of the stores, they would trundle 
one or more barrels into the street, 
knock in the heads and hand around 
the wine, which was drunk with avid- 
ity from the copper measures usually 
ubcd ill retailing it to the public. 


Some of the anarchists carried one or 


more bottles of brandy in their sashes 
and belts, and freely distributed it on 
all bides to willing or unwilling drink- 
ers:. Any persons who refused to joii 
in toasting anarchy was seized am 
beaten unmercifully by the men, anc 
in some cases rolled in the gutter and 
saturated with wine. 


Up to this time, the anarchists ma; 


be said to have had full swing and to 
have been in complete possession 
the town. The municipal and milltar; 
authorities' seemed to be stupefied will 
terror and too helpless to take any ac 
tion whatever. By the time the an 
archists had done about as much dam 
age as they wanted to do; when, in 
some places, the gutters were rnnnin 
with wine in which drunken men wer 
wallowing, and when whole streets o 
families had lied from the neighbor 
hood of the rioting in dismay, the tow 
authorities came to their censes an 
collected together a body of gendarme; 
police and night watchmen. 
Thes 


men moved upon the anarchists and 
series of desperate battles were fough 
in the streets. The authorities, how 
ever, were fearful of the consequence 
of shedding blood, and so only three o 
the anarchists were killed. A numbe 
were more or less severely wounded. 


The anachists no sooner saw that the 


authorities were In earnest than they 
inddenly turned and fled in disorder 
through the streets and out into the 
country. There they were pursued bj 
;he mounted gendarmes, who captured 
thirty of them and brought them back 
prisoners to Xeres. 


When all the trouble was about over 


the troops were called out and were 
stationed at strategic points about the 
streets, but there was no longer any 
use for their services. 


The Jaw-abiding portion of tho com- 


munity is indignant at the weakness 
shown by the authorities who, it is ex- 
pected, will receive strong 
censure 


from the proper quarters. 


Xeres, or Xeers, or Jarez de la Fron- 


tcra, where this bold anarchist demon- 
stration took place, is a town of An- 
dalusia, not, more than 10 miles from 
Cadi/., It is noted for its wines, known 
under the name of sherry. It has a 
population of about 40,000 people 


The Oauas oi the Outbreak. 


MADHID, Jan. 10.—A later dispatch 


from Xeers states that the attack on 
the town by the anarchist band was 
precipitated by the knowledge having 
leaked oil*, that, the authorities had on 
the day previous made all preparations 
for a descent on tlie anarchists' haunts 
for the purpose of arresting some sixty 
of the most noted of them. This step 
by the authorities had been decided 
upon because of the boldness displayed 
of late by Home of the leaders and be- 
cause of the holding of numerous mectt 
ings recently lit which violent and in- 
cendiary language Ind been used. 


One conflict between the military and 


the mob lasted two hours. After plun- 
dering the town, the mob attempted to 
destroy it by means of dynamite and 
petroleum, but they were baffled by 
the military. 


FROM WASHINGTON. 


Forecast of the Week's Proceed- 


ings In Congress. 


THE 
BEHRING SEA NEGOTIATIONS 
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Will Have to Come To It—Grand 


Army Fares Reduced. 
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All the Bodies Taken Out—Sixty Dead 


and 117 Wounded. 


MoAi.MSTKB, 1. T., Jan. 10.—All the 


bodies have been taken out of the 
mines, and the list stands now: Sixty 
dead and 117 wounded, five of whom 
will surely die to-night, and seven men 
cannot live twenty-four hours 


It was a sad sight to see the funeral 


procession which conveyed the unfor- 
tunate miners to their last resting 
place, most of whom were laid side by 
side, the largest funeral being that of 
George Lindsey and son, who were very 
popular. The Catholic and other two 
churches were scenes of a succession of 
services yesterday. At Krebs twenty- 
five men have been digging graves 
since Friday, night and day, and it was 
necessary to hold eight of the bodies, 
the graves not being ready. 


In an interview yesterday, William 


Cameron, superintendent, said: Thirty- 
nine men were killed in the mine and 
eighteen have died since. The com- 
pany can in no way be held responsible 
for the explosion, as the mine had been 
carefully examined by experts, who 
claim the ventilation was good and 
there was no gas in any part of the 
mine. The fault was in the entry man 
firing his shots contrary to orders, 
which were not to be fired until 5:80 p. 
m. when all the men would be out of 
the mine. Tho fan stopped running 
and eighteen live men were taken out 
within seven hours after the explosion, 
thus showing splendid management. 
The mines will • be clear within ten 
days and it will take 150 car loads of 
state and rock to clear the first pas- 
sage.

Congressional Forecast. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.— The senate 


committees will get down to work this 
week. 
A large number of bills, resolu- 


tions and nominations remain to be 
ncted on and many of these will proba- 
bly be disposed of, so far as the com- 
mittees are 
concerned, during the 


week. The committee on public build- 
ings and grounds has a flood of fa- 
vorable 
reports 
on 
puolio 
build- 


ing bills ready to present, and other 
committees will make short work of 
the numerous bills reintroduced this 
session that failed to become laws last 
congress. The contested election cases 
from Idaho and Florida are set for hear- 
ing on Tuesday and Thursday respec- 
tively, but action on them will prob- 
ably not be taken until the following 
week. 
Interesting developments are 


expected from the meeting to-day of 
the committee on the judiciary to con- 
sider the nominations of the circuit 
court judges recently made. 
Senator 


Voorhees and Turpie will appear be- 
fore the committee and protest against 
a favorable report on the nomination 
of Judge Woods, of Indiana, and when 
the nomination is taken up by the sen- 
ate an interesting fight may be ex- 
pected. The programme for the sen- 
ate during the week has not bean de- 
cided on. 


The order of business in the house 


this week has not been arranged, and 
the probabilities will largely depend 
upon the individual desires of members. 
Mr. Eusk will report to-day from the 
committee ou accounts the assignment 
of committee clerks, under the resolu- 
tion referred to the committee last 
week, and ask for its consideration the 
next day. Mr. Blount may, on the 
same day, call up his motion for a re- 
consideration of the vote by which the 
appropriation of $100,000 to carry con- 
tributions of relief to suffering Rus- 
sians was indefinitely postponed. Tint 
of this he is still uncertain. His motion 
will depend upon the views of inem- 
berr whom he consults as to the proba- 
bilities of reversing the vote of last 
Wednesday. In the course of the week 
some relatively unimportant measures 
may be reported from a committee for 
the consideration and action of 
the 


house; but aside from the committee on 
accounts it is not known that any com- 
mittee is or will be thus ready. Busi- 
ness can proceed by general consent, 
or if necessary the committee on rules 
may report |the rules of the Fiftieth 
congress for temporary use. The com- 
mittee will not be ready to report 
permanent rules before next week. 
Chairman Springer's Prediction Creates 
a Sensation. 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 11.—No utterance 


by a public man for many months has 
attracted so much attention as the as- 
sertion made by Mr. Springer, chair- 
man of the committee on ways and 
means, at the Jackson banquet in New 
York, that no free coinage bill would 
be passed by either house of congress. 
This bold and unequivocal prediction 
of the action of the house has been, to 
say the least, challenged by numerous 
democratic members, who have ex- 
pressed and hold a radically-different 
opinion. Not less than two score mem- 
bers of the house dropped into the room 
of the ways and means committee Sat- 
urday, to interview the new leader on 
the subject; but he had not yet re- 
turned from New York, so their curi- 
osity went unsated. 
A young man, 


who alone occupied the room, could not 
answer the 
question: 
"What did 


Springer mean." He had just arrived 
in Washington, he said, and had not 
been consulted \>y Mr. Springer prior 
to the latter's departure. 


Gen. 
Catchings, of Mississippi, said 


frankly he didn't know just exactly 
what Mr. Springer was driving at; 
whether he meant to say that no free 
coinage bill would become a law, or 
whether none would pass the house. 
If the latter—well, the general said, he 
would not have been so definite in his 
prediction. 


Mr. Blanchard, of Louisiana, was 


asked what he thought about it, and 
responded by the remark that Mr. 
Springer represented his own vote on 
that subject—that he represented any 
more Mr. Blanchard was not sure; but 
Ills manner indicated a pretty firm be- 
lief that he (Springer) did not. 


It was suggested by some that the 


silver measure which Mr. Springer in- 
timated might be passed, would pro 
vide for the free coinage of the product 
of American mines only. One of the 
gentlemen to whom this suggestion 
was made argued that the adoption of 
such a measure would be a very incon- 
sistent thing for a body of tariff re- 
formers to pass. They were insisting 
upon the free admission 
of almost 


everything else of general use, and 
certainly if there were any good argu- 
ment for the coinage of American sil- 
ver, 
the same argument would ap- 


ply 
to the coinage of silver from 


all parts of the world. They could not 
consistently ask for free coal, iron ore 
and wool and shut out silver. 
Inquiry 


made by the United Press reporters 
failed to develop the fact that Mr. 
Springer spoke after consultation with 
any number of prominent democrats, 
or that any general understanding ex- 
isted that the silver question should be 
eliminated by postponement or other- 
wise from the issues of the contest that 
will be waged this year.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—The Behring 


sea negotiations are not proceeding with 
that smoothness which would encour- 
age the belief that before the nextseal- 
mg season opens the rights of the 
United States in the northern ocean Will 
be clearly defined. 
No real obstacles 


have recently been interposed, but this 
government is struggling with poor 
success to disturb the inertia of the 
British government, and secure some 
forward movement on its part towards 
a beginning of the long-expected arbi- 
tration.

Secretary Blaine 


had so far yielded to Minister Salis- 
bury's request as to consent to the 
reference of the questions under con- 
tention to a tribunal composed of seven 
persons. 
Two of 
these arbitrators 


* were to represent Canada, one was to 


represent Great Britain, one the Uniteu 
States and the remaining three were to 
be selected from other nations. 
Up to 


this point everything had progressed 
smoothly 
and 
uninterruptedly, but 


when it came to an agreement upon the 
three neutral arbitrators theie was a 
hitch. Great Britain could not be in- 
duced to submit any names of persons 
who would be acceptable to her, and 
has not up to this time. 


Unless Lord Salisbury opeedily gives 


his attention to the negotiation the 
prospects arc favorable for a renewal 
of the "modus vivendi," with all of its 
harassing features, which was in force 
last season; for it is not probable that 
a rupture will occurr between Great 
Biitain and the United States on a mat- 
ter so unimportant as the personality 
of the arbitrators.

A Few long of Silver Ore Instead of a 
City WHS at Stake, However. 
There were gathered in the lobby of 


iho Windsor hotel a number of engi- 
neers nnd raining sxiperintendenta. As 
is freqnently the case, there was a good 
deal of talk of shop. 
Among the num- 


ber present were men who had been 
working, at one time or another, in near- 
ly every prominent silver camp in the 
United States. The climax, however, 
was reached when one of the mining 
men showed how A knowledge of an- 
cient history once came into play and 
paid a man exceedingly well. 


"Of conrse," he said, "you have all 


heard of the Pelican and thaDivesmines 
at Georgetown, and know that there 
has been very rich ore taken from these 
claims. There was a dispute between 
the owners of the claims. The Dives used 
to keep its ore and have it all sampled 
Sunday. The idea was that no civil pro- 
cess could be served Sunday, and by get- 
ting the ore down and sampled that day 
there was no chance for their opponents 
to do anything. Of course, after the ore 
rras sampled, no one could swear to its 
identity when removed from the sam- 
pler, and so it was safe the rest of the 
week. 


"The Dives people aimed to ship down 


nbont 100 tons each Sunday, this amount 
of 01 e being valued at about $50,000. 
Mr. Schneider, the banker, who was 
afterward shot, was the owner of tbe 
Pelican and was anxious to get even 
with the Dives people in any way possi- 


ble. 


"One day he told one of the miners 


around Georgetown tbat he could have 
ill the ore that he could get from the 
Dives people, and that he would pur- 
chase tho same at full value at the Peli- 
can mill. 


"The bargain certainly gave no one a 


legal title to the ore thus tofbe obtained, 
and as to the moral aspects of the ques- 
tion I suppose that didn't bother any 
one of them. The law certainly would 
have looked upon ore taken from the 
Dives people under this arrangement as 
Itolen ore. 


OBTAINED THE KEdS. 


"The miner with whom the arrange- 


ment had been made had for some tame 
liad some low grade ore in sacks in cm. 
3f the bins of the Foster sampler, a mill 
ibout half a mile above tho sampler 
where the ore of the Dives people was 
sampled. One evening, after he had 
made arrangements with a couple of 
friends, he went to Mr. Foster, after the 
latter hud locked tip his sampler, and 
asked liirn for the key of the mill, as he 
wanted to get the sacks holding the low 
grade ore stacked in the mill. Mr, Fos- 
ter, of course, had no objection and 
handed over the ke\*. 


"During the night there caine along a 


wagon loaded with ore picked out at the 
Dives mine by one who knew the grade 
of tlio ore. It was dropped on the hill 
and the two men packed the ore in the 
Foster sampler. 
The ore was put in the 


sacks which formerly held the low grade 
galena ore. It was impossible to take 
away the ore that night, so it was left, 
with the hopo that Mr. Foster would 
not notice anything ont of the way. But 
when the next night it was noticed by 
the two conspirators that a brand new 
lock was placed on the door of the mill, 
and that nil the windows had been firm- 
ly fastened down, they needed no one to 
tell them 'that Mr. Foster wanted an ex- 
planation of how worthless galena ore 
had suddenly become ore running BOO 
ounces in silver. 


"Tho two conspirators sneaked around 


the mill, hunting for an unguarded 
place, but every point was locked, no 
door opened, no window was unshut. 
To break in meant burglary, and bur- 
glary means Canyon City for a term, if 
discovered. So what to do became the 
question. 


KNOWLEDGE OF HISTORY. 


"Here came in the advantage of read- 


ing. Says the one to the other. 'Have 
you ever read any ancient history?' 'No,' 
was the reply, 'and what good would it 
be here?' 'Well, if you had, yon would 
know how to solve the problem of enter- 
ing this mill without breaking it. Cyrus 
entered Bnb>lon by turning the river 
that flowed beneath tho walls of the city 
and entered by the w»y ihus opened. 
We must do the same with the watei 
running through the flume entering the 
mill, and thus enter without breaking 
through tho wall or through the roof.' 


It wasn't much of a job to turn the 


water of the flume at the headgate, na4 
[n a few minutes the flume was dry. 
Here was a good pathway leading into 
the mill, and nothing needed to be 
broken or iu any way injured. 


It wasn't very long before onr two 


conspirators were in the mill and were 
moving thes.icks with the rich ore, about 
which Mr. Foster was so particular and 
anxious to learn something. 


"The time at command did not allow 


of carrying the ore entirely away. 
Not 


only that, but it was not safe to handle 
just that class of ore immediately, for, 
at the least, it meant a cutting of a good 
deal of tho profit of the job. Here again 
tho flume and its supply of water came 
in Imndy. Tho sacks with the ore were 
Sroppod over the tail flume, and as soon 
as the water was turned on there was a 
veil of water hiding all that wealth hid- 
den behind it. 


"When the conspirators had moved all 


the ore they returned by the way they 
had come, again turned on the water, 
ttud then nothiug on the outside showed 
that the mill no longer held the ore it 
Dnce did. When the doors were opened 
iu tho morning everything was found as 
usual, except that the ore, to guard 
which all the paddocks and nails and 
screws hud beeu brought into requisi- 
tion, wad gone.

It also 
is intended aa a protection to persons who

It is necessary for me to call your atten- 
tion to the fact that it will be your duty 
to investigate all violations of law that 
may come befora you, and it will bs your 
duty to indict those who c ime before 
j on who you believe from the evidence 
are gU'Kv. You will bear in mind tbat 
jou only hear one side of the matter, and 
you should have a "caie finding indict- 
ments that the evidence points to the 
guilt of tbe person beyond a reasonable 
doubt. Tbe state's attorney will be with 
you and will advise you ou matters upon 
whifb you may d^oire his opinion. Six- 
teen must be present to proceed to busi- 
ness. Twelve will be sufficient to iind an 
indictment,
